In point of fact, most of the caviare 
oaten ln America cornea from tho 
little fishing ham lets on the South 
Jersey coast, says ' a Philadelphia 
Times writer, And as I, too, had deal- 
ings with _tho fU'm whiohsold the 
cavlaro to this particular hotel, 
my frionds woro perhaps enjoying 
tho very Enmo that I had soon 
packed. A sturgeon- fish ing settle- 
ment ln Jersey might well 'bo called 
a camp rather than a settlement, for 
tho small cabins and all tho sur- 
roundings give the Impression of bo- 
ing mero temporary homos of tho 
fishermen crowded ln them. And 
this is really tho case- From neigh- 
boring farms nnd from pleasant 
homos In the village near by, jolly 
crowds gathor to "rough It" during 
tho sturgeon season. Tho owners ot 
tho boats aro also owners of the 
cabins and supply tho homes for tho 
fishermen In their omploy. 

Tho caviare Is tho roo of tho fish, 
and one who has been accustomed to 
tho roe of shad and othor smalt fish 
can scarcely realize that this queer 
substance serves tho same purpose. 
As tha immenso fish are taken from 
tho boats they are hoisted by der- 
ricks and thrown upon the wharf, 
and as many uf thorn aro largor than 
a man it may well bo supposed that 
this Is an interesting process. After 
tho bouts aro unloaded (and It takes 
but few fish to load a largo boat 
very heavily) tho fishermen com- 
mence butchering tho horny-hided 
mo n store lying on tho wharf. This 
is a very different process from tho 
cleaning of small fish. A shad, for 
Instance, is simply scaled, then 
oy cried with a sharp knife* and tho 
small pink row carolully removed to 
keep from breaking tho dainty, which 
is usually considorod tho choicest 
part of tho fish. When the flshor- 
mun has to olonn his sturgeon ho 
grasps tho ax in both hands, tho 
huge head is cut /off with n fow 

iiiok ''strokes') tho a' .with n long,

otKarid the sturgeon is' 
"""entire length, care 
taken that tho strokes aro not 
deep enough to cut into the roo. 

When tho sl'dos of tho fish are laid 
open theso largo roes are exposed to 
view and instead of the toothsome 
looking morsel found In other fish, 
the roo ol tho sturgeon consists of 
grout buekotfuls of a black eubstanco 
rose m bl Ing shot — ench separate egg 
comprised in this great mass resem- 
bles closely very coarse black shot, 
as round nnd plump as a small green 
pea and ns glossy as though freshly 
varnished., Those Lmcomo somewhat 
shriveled whon packed and ready for 
shipping and lose much or their shiny 
appearance, but still retain their 
dark color, and In other respects 
look much tho samo whon brought to 
our tables as when first taken from 
tho hsh. 

Tho two largo roe extend nearly 
tho longth of tho fish, being largor 
in proportion than the roo of shad, 
etc. Tho black, slimy mass is 
scooped from tho fish itito buckets

sirablo and expensive dnlnty. 

It Is (j con tly relish oil by those who 
acquire a tasto for It, and It is said 
that tlio Russians aro extravagantly 
fond of it. It Is doubtless true that 
soino quantity is Imported from lius- 
tiia, but from tho oxtent of tho Indus- 
try along tha At Ian tie coast, it has 
been proved that by far the grofttor 
quantity Is now prepared In this 
country, and It is probably quite as 
good as the Imported, though Rus- 
sians who on t tlio American roe arc 
loud In thai i' statements that it can- 
not bo compared to tho homo pro- 
duct.

A 
study of international rights and obli- 
gations, and of the best means of en- 
forcing them, Is part of the curriculum 
of the navy officer, and Admiral Ben- 
ham ;]ibb shown, the' results of this 
training in dealing with a delicate sit- 
uation. His , judgment is sound, his 
temperament is cool and under no 
circumstances, of haste or excitement 
does lie lose that mastery of his fncul- 
fies so, essential to the proper conduct 
of great undertakings. 

Admiral Bcnham was a lad of 13 
when ho entered the navy, and he fol- 
lowed the old custom ol getting, his 
practical education at so beforo enter- 
ing upon his studies at the Nuval 
academy. "When ho entered the 
academy in. 1853 ho had already been 
six Tears In the service as acting mid- 
shipman, .receiving his promotion to 
passed midshipman June 10, 1653.

26')3-5' he commanded the gunboat 
Penobscot In the West Oulf Blockad- 
ing Squadron. 

Since the war Admiral Bcnhcm , has 
been in command of the Susquehanna, 
Can do lens, Eaugus, Portsmouth and 
Richmond, on duty as light house in- 
spector, 'and at the Ports- 
mouth and More Island navy 
yardB,"'. concluding (with the com- 
l^inand :"of ^j the.''Soutj. 'Atlantlq sta- 
, fitu^whore h'o has" won such nonoTfor 
himself. He is a native of the state of 
the state of New- York.' ' He has In the 
. navy ason, Ensign. Henry K, Bcnham, 
who is in tho tenth year of his service, 
having beon appointed a naval cadet 
in 1834. Admiral Ilcnham Is still a 
vigorous man, physically and men- 
tally, and, aside from the legislative 
decree which terminates his .active 
career at OS years of age, there is no 
reason why he should not continue to 
do duty, to his own credit and the 
honor of the country. 

Francis Munroo Ramsay has now at- 
tained the highest rank possible to an 
officer of the American navy, has, by 
faithful and distinguished service, 
established a" just title to this honor 
which comes to him by the slow pro- 
cess of longevity promotion. Ho has 
always been what is- known in the 
service ob a "duty officer," and during 
his connection of nearly forty-four 
years with the navy he has been un- 
employed for a less' period than any 
officer of the grade of commodore ex- 
cept Joseph 5. Skcrrctt, who follows 
next In promotion, and his total serv- 
ice on sea and land exceeds that of 
.any other officer' of that grade with 
this single exception. 

Admiral Ramsay entered the nnvyas 
s. midshipman Oct 5, lbSO, and served 
during our civil war as lien tenant and 
lieutenant. -commander. Ho took a 
conspicuous part In the joint military 
and naval operations on the Missis- 
sippi and in the siege of Vicksburg, 
where, as Gen. Grant tells us In his 



the attack i»pon Fort Fisher, whero he 
wds commended in the official report 
for "skill, judgment, and. bravery." 
Since the .war he has served (with 
other duty) as fleet captain and chlof 
staff! on the' South Atlantic squadron, 
in 'command of tlio torpedo station at 
Newport, IL 1, as superintendent of 
the Naval academy, and as chief of 
the navy bureau., of. navigation. In 
these several positions helms added to 
the reputation he had already ac- 
quired as one of the .most consclcn- 
i tious and accomplished officers of our 
navy. 

Admiral Ramsay is a marked exam- 
ple of that class of ' navy officers who 
appear to elevate the traditions, pre- 
cedents and customs of the service to 
the dignity ofta.eult. But the rigid 
and ftxactlncrule of fidelity to profes- 
sional obligation which ho imposes 
upon others ho makes equally binding 
upon himself. His mind is essentially 
of a military cast.

Memoirs, without the assistance of tho

'conducted the naval operations in tho 
Ouachita/ river, where ho had' .under 
his command a fleet. of six vessels. 
JLater on ho distinguished himself in

the admiral's brothers havo served In 
our army — one, James G. Ramsay, is 
now major of the Third artillery, 
and the other died in tho service In 
1878, Tho admiral's wlfo comes of the 
military family of tho MoMahons.

An OiilUecl Irishman. 
Many people think that Jonathan 
Bossett, who died recently, was -the 
first ossified man. He may have been 
the first on exhibition, but not the first 
on record. In the Museum of Natural 
History at Dublin is the skeleton of a 
native of South Ireland who wna ossi- 
fied during- his lifetime, living In that 
condition for years. His affliction 
camo on in a peculiar manner. One 
night, after a carousal, he slept out in 
a field. Soon thereafter his joints be- 
gan to stiffen. He could not arise nor 
sit down unattended. Neither could 
he bend his body, and when placed up- 
right resembled stone. His teeth, and 
jaws became joined Into a solid bone. 
Ho lost his sight and tho use of Ills 
tongue, and forycars waa kept alive by 
nourishment artificially administered. 
Doctors could do nothing for him, and 
when he died they preserved the 
strange skeleton, or mummy, which is 
now on exhibition. 




Tlio Newer NorftmeiU 
The northwestern extension of tho 
llurlingtoa railroad now completed 
through northern Wyoming aim oBt to 
the Montana line, has opened for de- 
velopment an immense territory, whoso 
resources havo hitherto, beon hardly 
suspected by the - general public and 
not half understood by those who were 
most familiar with them The Hue 
traverses, for more than throe hun- 
dred miles, a section previously. wholly 
without rail connection, arid although. 
such an Incident ns the opening up of 
such a new and magnificent region 
would a score of years ago have at- 
tracted national attention, It occurred 
last year without exciting much 
more '-than a passing paragraph 
in the -press. So much rail-: 
road building has been 'done- 
and so much zeal has been displayed 
in advertising the extreme Nortwest 
and tho Pacific Coast that -this near-by 
territory has been comparatively 
neglected. So far as the public has 
had any impression of this region, it 
has been that it was, If not actually a 
desert, at least sufficiently arid and 
uninviting to be the foundation for 
the now acknowledged myths concern- 
ing the existence of the "Great Ameri- 
can Desert" 

It has, however, been of late years 
pretty thoroughly demonstrated and 
rather generally conceded; that this 
region is admirably adapted to tho 
breeding of cattle on a largo scale and' 
this degree of knowledge of its ' re- 
sources is being succeeded by tho in- 
evitable discovery that much of it is 
well fitted by quality of soil and other 
conditions for successful agriculture.; 
There Is real romance in tho way 
Hie fjrent west has gradually and with 
much difficulty struggled out from be- 
neath the cloud cost upon It nearly a 
century ago, when early explorers 
misnamed It tho Great American 
Desert, State by state, county by 
county, single file, it has emerged in 
small detachments, with much fear 
and trembling of those first'- settlers 
whom It had taken Into its confidence 
and invited to make their homes upon 
its bosom. It was almost as If a work 
of redemption was goiuc; on rather 
than a work of development of what 
already existed. In that development 
the Burlington railroad has done more 
perhaps than all other agencies com- 
bined. It was the first lino to push 
out, without the encouragement and' 
assistance of subsidies, into the vast 
region over which hung the blighting 
reputation of aridity and barrenness,' 
It hus pioneered tho way for the sturdy 
homesteader, made his path easy nnd 
invited him to follow in convenience 
and comfort. It has opened up for 
him vast areas of inviting territory, 
almost against his protest, and he Iiob 
gone into them doubtingly, but has re- 
mained in prosperity and peace. At

The British government does what 
it can to get rid of poisonous snakes, 
says McClurc's Ma'gaaine. Largo re- 
wards are annually paid for their 
heads,' and in this way great numbers 
are destroyed, Attempts are constant- 
ly. being made to clear ajvay the rub- 
bish which accumulates around village 
sites; and thus to reduce the shelter in 
| which thuse creatures breed. As yet, 
however, hardly any appreciable effect 
has been produced. Year after year 
the tale of deaths , reriiains undimin- 
ished, and fresh snakes appear as fast 
as their predecessors are killed off- 
For a ioug tlnio tho supposition was 
widely entertained that tho pro- 
fessional native snake killers regular- 
ly bred the creatures for tho sako of 
the reward; but, as scientific men 
havo quite failed in their efforts to per- 
suade poisonous snakes to multiply in 
confinement, tho belief seems scarcely 
.reasonable. 

If, the people themselves would only 
CO-ope rati; vigorously with the authori- 
ties In killing snakes, the task of deal- 
ing with tho problem would 
be • greatly facilitated, - Strangely 
enough, , however, snakes in gen- 
eral, .and. the deadly cobras In par- 
ticular; are popularly regarded In In* 
.'dla with a superstitious reverence akin 
almost to worship. Comparatively few 
natives of India, in spite of the tempta 
tlph of the reward, will kill a snake will- 
ingly. On the contrary, it is no un- 
common thing: for them to encourage 
the creatures about their houses by 
feeding' thorn with milk and eggs. In 
this way villages are to be found where 
poisonous snakes fairly swarm. A cu- 
rious superstition is said to prevail In 
some localities, to the effect that an 
Innocent maiden Is not liable to be 
bitten, and when a death occurs from 
the bite of some snake which has been 
encouraged in the house, It is said to 
bo-the little daughter of the family 
who is most often selected for tho dan- 
gerous task of driving It tenderly 
away. Even when this is not the case, 
the greatest care is usually taken that 
no harm shall happen to the snake. .

Dr. Tnlrango'a Church Again DeitrojeA._ 
by Fire. 

1 Brooklyn,- N. Y., May 14. — Just- 
after services at. noon yesterday and 
whilo Dr, Tal mage was shaking hands 
with members of his congregation fire 
hurst out between tho ■ pipes of the 
organ and -within ten minutes' the big 
tabernacle was doomed to total de- 
struction. Adjoining the church was 
tho Hotel Regent, eight' stories in 
height, with a froutSge of 00 feet on 
Clinton avenue and extending back 200 
fcetto Waverly avenue. Tho lire spread 
from the tabcrnaclo to this hotel and 
then to the dwelling houses on Greene ' 
nnd Waverly avenues, opposite the 
tabernacle. Tho wind carried, tho 
blazing cinders in. such quantities In a 
southeasterly'direction that dwelling- 
houses in Washington avenue, two 
squares away, and also the Summer- 
field Methodist' church were set on Are 
by them; hut tho greatest loss on any 
one of these structures did not exceed 
Sir., 000. The total loss, however, 
reaches over 52,000, 000. 

The first alarm, was quickly followed 
by a second, third and fourth which 
brought out all tho apparatus in the 
western districtof the city. But the 
church was doomed, and every effort 
was devoted, to saving adjoining 
property. In three hours only the 
bare walls of one of the .costliest 
structures of Brooklyn remained stand- 
ing. 

Long ere this, however, It beenme 
evident that the Hotel Regent was 
doomed. The inflammable nature of 
the material and the great open 
amphitheater of tho tabernacle gave 
such a draft that the fire was forced 
into the air in columns of flumes that 
made a fearful picture of destruction. 
Flakes of .burning wood and rod-hot 
cinders were shot up as from a vol- 
cano, and, carried by a strong breeze, 
they swept through tho air in every 
direction. 

Before long both sides of Greene 
avenue were ablaze. So were the 
buildings on Waverly avenue, hut' as 
fast as the flames broke out the peo- 
ple and the firemen extinguished them. 
The walls of the tabernacle began to 
crumble and fall, and the great rush 
of flames which followed started the 
houses burning again, and at thesamo 
time flames were seen bursting forth 
from the roof of Summer He Id Metho- 
dist church, a short distance away. 
Within half an hour the '.magnificent 
hotel was seen to he doomed to -de- " 
struction. No water could reach the 
fire there. 

Tho guests in the hotel had lost no 
time in making their escape. They 
waited only to snatch up a few valua- 
bles and run, but wearing apparel and 
other effects had to' be left to the 
greedy" flames. After tho flames had 
licked away the supports beneath

from that time up to a- p. m. liuge 
masses continued to fall. 

At last accounts two firemen, 
Edward Sheridan and John Kelly of 
truck 10, had been prostrated by heat 

The furniture In the hotel, which' 
cost from SSfO.OOO to S260, 000, is en- 
tirely destroyed, tho total loss on 'tho 
building and Its contents footing up in 
the neighborhood of 5850,000. The 
loss falls upon the Brooklyn Hotel 
'company. 

The fire spread with llghtning-llko 
rapidity, and before sunset had de- 
stroyed property to the value of 
su,ooo,ooo. 

The trustees of the tabernacle met 
and decided to rebuild the church but 
not on the same site. The insurance 
and tho money realized from tho sale 
of tho present site would enable them 
to pay off all their debts. Then ac- 
cording to the plan they would raise 
5200,000 and within a year would be- 
gin to build. About 5 < 0,000 it was 
thought would bo sufficient to nay for 
a site and a less expensive building 
would be erected. 

It was decided that Dr. Talmage's 
tour around the world should begin 
to-day, as arranged. Ho will start in 
tho evening for Philadelphia and pro- 
ceed from there to Atlanta, Ga, After 
visiting some southern cities ho will 
go to San Francisco and sail from 
there to- Honolulu and after ivnrd to 
New Zealand, Australia, India, Spain, 
England and other foreign countries

'. New Yonir, . May 1 2 — R. G, Dun & 
Ca's Weekly Review of Trade says: 
"Tho speculation , in grain has again. ' 
broken rccords.wlth the Slowest, price' 
ever made for wheat although western 
receipts aro a little smnUer'thun a year 
ago,* while exports are also smaller by 
more than a quarter. The prevailing - 
belief Is that ;tho yield will, as in other 
recent years, far exceed government 
indications, which arc again pointing 
to a short crop Corn has changed in 
price but little and pork products hnvo 
been fairly steady, with oil and coffee 
unchanged, but cotton is weaker, in 
tone, 'although receipts from planta- 
tions aro a little smaller than a year 
ago. It is a striking evidence of tho 
general wnn't of confidence that thero 
Is so little specula* ion while money is 
abundant almost beyond precedent 

"One 'largo failure about doubled 
tho nggrcgnto of liabilities for Arms 
failing in tho week ending May i, 
which otherwise would have been 
quite small, but were 83,02i', 70 1. The 
number and tho general average of 
liabilities are still encouragingly 
shrinking. For four weeks of April 
the liabilities reported wore 33, 620, 602, 
of which 33,687,220 were of manufac- 
turing and S4, 077, 600 "of trading con- ' 
corns, _ .For tho last week the failures 
were 306 in the United States, against 
257 last year, and forty- two in Canada, 
against twenty- three last year, tflth 
none of especial importance, although 
four bank failures aro' Included."

It prat- 
itlcd merrily with tho white stones 
over which it flmvufl, and laughed 
with delight just because It was bo 
glad to bo living In such a beautiful 
world. Every morning it smiled a 
grcotlug to the sun and the sun smiled 
back again and told the little rivet* 
tales of tho lands it had visltod. Fot* 
the sun is a great traveler. 

"Yon aro avory pretty stream," ho 
said one day, "but you should nee the 
ocean. There Is a body of water for

His cotirso is in Latin, French, English, 
Italian, Greek and German— what may 
be termed a literary course, as ho- is 
studying it with a view to becoming a 
journalist Later on in tho course ho 
will give his attention, to history, 
philosophy and political economy.

enough and it pressed on all night by 
tho light of tho stars. Faster, faster, 
until it would almost have taken 
your breath to see it rushing along. 

A part of Us way lay through a 
country parched by long drouth. The 
grass In tho meadow nwas dry aud 
brown; the pretty flowers in tho gar- 
dens wore drooping and dying/ But 
tho river heeded not Its banks wero 
high and steep now nnd it could not 
see very well over them. And, nny- 
way, what was tho death of a few 
useless flowers, or tho sufferings of a 
few acres of -common grass to one for 
whom the boundless ocean was wait- 
ing? 

One day a nuoor 'thing happoncd. 
Men enme with great rocks and laid 
them right In the path of the rushing 
waters, In vain the river hurled itself 
like a mad creature against the firm 
wall. Some of the water- flowed .into 
llttlo channels the men had formed, 
which ran here and there through tho 
meadows. The grass drank and was 
refreshed and once more was fresh 
and groon, and tho drooping flowers 
raised. their heads nnd smiled. But 
tho little river moaned and sobbed as 
If It were breaking its heart against 
tho stone wall. Forced to water 
meadows nnd gardens,, its purpose was 
marred, its course altered, and it 
never reached tho beautiful sea of Its 
d renins. 

Was It better so?

Perhaps tho most enjoyable of all 
was the chipmunk hunt Wo killed 
these animals at any time of tho year, 
but .the special time to hunt them was 
in March, After Alio first thaw, tho 
chipmunks burrow a hole through the 
snow-crust, and inako their first ap- 
pearance for tho season. Sometimes 
as many as fifty will como together, 
and chase one another, all about th 
scene. These gatherings occur only 
early in tho morning — from daybreak 
to about o'clock. 

Wo boys learned this among other 
secrets of nature, and got our blunt- 
headed arrows together in good season 
for the chipmunk expedition. We 
generally wont in groups of six to a 
dozen or fifteen, to see which would 
got the most On tho evening before 
we selected several boys who could | 
imitate tho chipmunk call with wild- i 
ont straws, nnd each of these pro- 
vided himself with a supply of straws. 
Tho crust will hold tho hoys nlcaly at 
this time of the year. Bright and ear- 
ly tiioy all como together at a certain 
appointed place, from which each 
grpup starts out in a different direc- 
tion, agreeing to meet somewhere at 
a certain position of tho sun. 

My first experience, of this kind is 
still well remembered. It was a fine 
crisp March morning, and tho sun had 
not yet shown itself among the 'dis- 
tant tree tops, as we hurried along 
through tho woods until wo arrived at 
a place whore there wero" many stgus 
of tho animal. Then each of us select- 
ed a tree, and took up his position bo- 
hind it. The chipmunk caller sat upon 
a log as motionless as he could and 
began to call, Soon we heard the pat- 
ter of little feet upon the hard snow; 
then we saw the chipmunks approach- 
ing from a 11 directions, tjomo stopped 
aud ran up a trocar a log, as if uncer- 
tain q£jjiDjlu>v'r^rai of the call; others 



Lieut,- Hourst of tho French navy 
and his mato, Ensign Baudry, In. charge 
of the Niger hydro graphic mission, 
left Bordeaux . ut the beginning of 
January carrying with- them the Jules 
Davoust, a boat capable of being taken 
apart, and of extreme lightness, ow- 
ing to Its hull being constructed of nn 
alloy of aluminum, This little boat, 
of which wo give a view reproduced 
from a photograph taken near tho 
Eoyal bridge, at Paris, whore it was 
exhibited before its departure, weighs 
4,810 pounds, and has a capacity of 
eleven tons .with a full load and a 
maximum draught of but 1.39 feet 
Tho hull Is formed of sixteen half sec- 
tions assembled in pairs in the longi- 
tudinal direction upon a strong keel 
of hard steel that runs the entire 
length of the boat In the transversa' 
direction, each half section Is con- 
nected with tho fallowing by bolts, 
and tightness is assured by tho Inter- 
position of a strip of -rubber between 
tlie flanges. Tho general aspect. is 
that of a barge slightly depressed in 
front This part ia occupied by a 
wooden cabin for the captain and his 
mate. A second chamber," formed by 
the hold, is to receive tho stores and 
tho goods for trading purposes. At tho 
rear there is a cabin for tliocrcw. The 
three chambers thus formed are sepa- 
rated by tight bulkhoads. The steer- 
ing wheel Is situated behind tho cap- 
tain's cabin. A movable tent arranged 
at this point Is designed to protect tho 
captain and his assistants during the 
hydrographlc observations, and serves 
likewise to shelter the pilot 

The boat is provided with three 
masts, with easily handled lateen 
Bails, These masts aro light and 'are 
placed at nearly equal distances from 
each other. The boat may likewise 
be propelled with oars. Two sponsons 
near the center of the boat support 
two Hotchkiss rapid fire guns. 



one. pint of grulu-lslost at. every feed- 
ing. In a'stablo of only ten horses 
this dally loss assumes considerable 
proportions. As will bo seen by the 
Illustration, a third, more or less, of 
tho grain to ho fodis placed in the. hot- • 
torn of tho bag, and the balance in the 
two side pockets, In tho lower end of 
each of which is a small aperture 
through which the grain passes auto- 
matically into the bag as fast as its 
contents are consumed.

Tho automatic" method of closure 
prevents tho grain from being tossed 
outdjy tho shaking of tho animal's 
head.

A Mile a Minute. 
A Welsh engineer has prepared de- 
signs for a vessel which ho claims will 
attain a speed of sixty miles nn hour 
Bis proposed vessel Is flat bottomed, 
650 feet long, SO feet in width, wedge- 
shaped at each end for 100 feet of her 
length, with a displacement of some 
14.000 tons. Such a vessel fitted with 
sixteen paddle wheels, driving at 170 
revolutions a minute, this sanguine In- 
ventor believes would bo propelled 
til rough tho water at the rate of sixty 
miles an hour. This would be break- 
ing tho record with a vengeance, for 
the Lucanln, which has just eclipsed 
all previous performances, averaged 
barely twenty -two mllca an hour. 
The' sixteen paddle wheels of the pro- 
posed express passenger steamer would 
bo placed eight on each side, one bc- 
hind'tho other in a water channel run- 
ning fore and aft just above the ship's 
bottom/ They are of peculiar con- 
struction, the pnddlo always maintain- 
ing -a perpendicular position and 
always entering and leaving the water 
at exactly the same point
